WHEN CYCLING WAS A FAD. 


The reorganization of the 
bicycle 


trust upon a conservative basis is de- 
clared toy a financial writer to mark 
the evolution of the bicycle business 
from the fad stage into a steady, le- 
gitimate .enterprise. Th at is measur- 
ably true—more's the pity. 


When the bicycling fad was. at its 


height hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple took healthful and agreeable exer- 
cise daily. When the fad waned thesa 
people ceased to take exercise. Now- 
adays the bicycle, with few exceptions, 
is used in a 'business way. People ride 
it to and from their work to save car- 
fare. Bill collectors use it in their 
business. So do book agents and solic- 
itors. Children are now about the on- 
ly people wh.o ride for the mere pleas- 
ure of riding. This is to 'be regretted. 


Never has there been another form 


of exercise which was available to so 
many people. The bicycle required 
no athletic training. A child or an oc- 
togenarian.1 could! ride. Women found 
the wheel easy to learn and easy to 
ride. 


Bicycling, HKe golf, brought people 


into the open air, but, unlike golf, it 
required1 no especial tract of ground 
for its exercise. A fairly good road 
was the sole requisite. 
The whole 


continent lay open to the adventurous 
cycler. The •wheelman .and -wheel- 
woman of 1895-98—tne period of the 
greatest bicycle boom1—saw imore of 
the country 
ia the vicinity of their 


homes than they ever •saw before or 
will ever see again. The bicycle was 
a topographical educator. 


The bicycle, in short, fulfilled two 


of the throe traditional desiderata. It 
made people healthy and it made them 
wise. It made some people wealthy, 
too. (These, however, were the peo- 
ple who manufactured the bicycles, 
rather than those who rode them.) It 
was a fad1 which conduced to the hap- 
piness and physical well-being of the 
population and its disappearance is 
occasion for regret. There is nothing 
in- sight to take its place,—Chicago 
Chronicle.

Uie Egyptological publications ot the 
University of California will be issued 
within a few weeks.

bulky volume, the first of five, contain 
mg tlie texts of the wonderful collec- 
tion of papyri tound by an expedition 
of the university m Egypt. The rums 
ot an ancient temple were discovered 
on the site of an ancient tebtunis by 
Dr. Bernard P. Grenfell and Dr. A. S. 
Hunt, who were excavating at the 
cime for the university. An enormous 
number of raumies of sacred croco- 
diles were unearthed, wrapped in pap- 
yri dating from the end of the second 
or early part of the first century B, 
C. These papj ri -were of the unost un- 
usual length. Documents of from one 
to two hundred lines were common, 
ivlost of the longer texts were of an 
official character and full of new in- 
formation in regard to the entire his- 
tory of Egypt under the late Ptolo- 
mys. 
TMs tebtunis collection, winch 


practically in its entirety will be de- 
posited in the University Museum at 
Berkeley, exceeds in quantity all the 
papyri in Greek in all the museums 
of the world combined.

Commenting upon President Roose- 


velt's speech at Cincinnati, in which 
It was pointed out that destroying 
protection would not hurt the trusts, 
the Philadelphia Press, tfean which 
there is no newspaper which discuss* 
ea economic questions more candidly 
or ably, remarks: 
: "Collectively the cencus 
of 1900, 


whose figures- are but two'years old, 
showed that trusts turned out but a 
;enth of the manufacturing product 
of the country. 
In iron- and 
steelk. 


where the organization of trusts' has 
Seen carried farthest, the steel trust 
has from sixty to seventy per cent, ot 
the total output. New plants render it 
certain that 1n eighteen (months it will 
have but fifty to sixty per cent of the 
total output The United' States Rub- 
ber company began with ninety per 
cent, of the output; it now has but 
fifty per cent. The sugar trust has 
gone through a similar change. All 
trusts begin by taking in all plants, 
and. in from five to ten years new 
plants divide the field with them. A 
wholesale reduction 
of the 
tariff 


would destroy the protection which 
sUmuates this competition." 


Tliis is compact, truth", and wholly 


refutes the contention that trust 
abuses are to be corrected by strik- 
ing down protection. The evil would 
only be made worse by'such means.— 
Troy Times. 


Tho carbon pencils whicb are used 


in the'-ordinary electric arc light are 
manufactured by a trust which sup- 
plies three-quarters of all that are 
used! In the world. One of its plants 
alone covers twenty-five acres, and 
has eighteen acres of floor apace; it 
cnuploys five hundred men, and can 
make 4,000,000 carbons a week.

HOMESICK CADETS. 


Do Not Sleep on Yonr Lc-ft Sitle. 
( 


AVhen a patient complains of a bad 


taste in his mouth every morning i/» 
waking up, says a physician, the lirst 
question I ask him is as to the position 
lie assumes when going" to sleep. An 
immense auuiber of people sleep on 
the left side, and this is the most com: 
moii caus-i of the unpleasant tnsts 
which is generally attributed to dys- 
pepsia. If: a meal has been taken wiih- 
in two or three hours of going to bed,' 
to sleep on the left side is to give the 
stomach a task which it is difficult in 
the extreme to perform. The studeui 
of anatomy knows that all food enters 
and leaves the stomach on the right 
side, and hence sleeping on the left 
side soou after eating involves a sort 
of pumping operation which is any- 
thing but conducive to sound repose. 


The action of the heart is also inter- 


fered with considerably, and the lungs 
are unduly compressed. It Is probable1 
that lying on the back'is the most nat- 
ural position, but few men can rest 
easily so, and hence it is best to culti- 
vate the habit of sleeping en the right 
side. It is very largely a matter of 
habit, and the sooner it Is acquired the- 
better for the sleeper and the wore , 
for the physician. 


The Bracket Sliop. 


The name bucket shop is said to 


have originated in Chicago when legit- 
imate brokers would not handle an or- 
der for less than o.OOO bushels, and a 
lot of places sprang up where men of 
small means could speculate on a tri-

In reality Is lils percentage in the game.
